FS what ts good oz ill fox them, but rather diligentely to obſerue and marke what agreeth with them, 
and bhat not, and what ſerueth foz their helth, a what is hurtetull the lame thyng woulde J withe 
that all men ſhould dooe in all other poinctes alſo, conceruyng the ſtate and habite of their bodye to 
bee knowen. Whiche tf it lo wer, ſome parlones perchaunce imma luxacion oꝛ vnknittyng of their 
one lymes 02 of their childꝛens armes r legges ſhould leſle maruayl at the cale, ⁊ be better hable 
2 wvuyth leſſe coſte to helpe theſame. And not onely fo luxacions and wꝛenches doe I this laie, but alſo 
koꝛ the reducyng of the bodye withinfoozth agreued, to a better temperature, which might the moze ealely be dooen, 
ik euery perſon, oꝛ at leſte wile ſuche as wer moſte apte, did knowe all the membꝛes and partes of p bodye, together with 
the placyng, the natures, the pꝛopꝛetces, the vſe, and the operacions of the ſame, Foz by knowynge the office of euery 
parte and membꝛe, in caſe there ſhould happen any impedimente, thei ſhoulde caſely bee hable to knowe and to ttidge 
where the impediment laie, how it grewe, + how theſame wer to bee remoued.

kooꝛthe in wꝛityng, oꝛ els he that by plapn figures and pictures dooeth pꝛopoꝛcion out euerye thing to the pie of the vn⸗ 
learned. Foz ſome haue we knowen, whiche beeyng vnlettred haue been hable to ſette in again any membꝛe that by anye 
violent iniurie hath bene bꝛoken oz lette out of ioinct e:and veray fewe there bee, whiche by the deſcripcion of the learned 
haue been hable to eſpye how to dooe the lame in mennes totnctes oz lymmes, except ſuche as after longe pꝛactiſe and 
expertence, haue by Inciſion and cuttyng of deade mennes bodyes ( whiche we calle Inatomte)gotten a perkeict knowe⸗ 
lage of the pꝛemiſſes. And not vnto many,no2 but in fewe places, hath this knowelage oz experience happened (wheras 
harmes are common in all places and toa greate nombꝛe) but vnto a veray fewe, chiefly lurgeons, which haue fox their 
better knowelage been fain to begge dead mennes bodyes a them to cutte, and ſome partes to view and the reſt to let 
alone till an other tyme, becauſe of the putrefaccton ſoone commpnge in matter lo ſubiect to coꝛrupcion, as mannes fleſhe 
is, It therkoꝛe any perſone thzough the helpe,partely of bookes written by cunnyng men of experience, and partelp by 
pꝛacttſe of inciſion which they haue been p2eſent at, ⁊ partely by imitacton of other expert artificers in this miſterie, hath 
employed his induſtrious ſtudie and peinekull labour, not withaut great coſtes and charges to teache euer man that is 
diſpoſed to ſerche a marke it, how he may knowe euery Bone, Joincte, Ueine, Arterie, Sineawe, Tendon, oꝛ Ligament 
of the bodye, where it lyeth, and how it ſtandeth in the bodpe: is woꝛꝛthte of immoꝛtall thankes, not onely of Surgeons 
foz whole eaſe and pꝛokitable inſtruccion this pꝛeſent weoꝛke is ſette kooꝛth, but alſo of all others that mape in tyme ol 
nede receiue any benekite oꝛ commoditee thereby.

begynninge at the neather mouthe of the Mawe oz 
Uentricle, and lo contiuueth foꝛth with diuers wyn⸗ 
dynges, foldynges and tournynges to the ende of the 
foundement , neuerthelelle he hathe diuerſe ſhapes 
and fourmes , as he hath dpuers operactons in the 
bodye: And therfoze Hath he dyuers names. And here 
vpon ſayeth the Philoſopher in the kyꝛſte de biſto ria. 
»malizm that the lower wambe of a man is lyke vnto 
the wombe of a \wyne , Ind lpke as the Maw? oz 
Uentricle hathe two tunicles oz cotes of ſkynne to 
couer it: euen ſo have all the guttes two tunicles, in 
whyche they are encloſed.

the Bꝛeſt(as þ aunciet Authours do make mencton) 
foure ſcoꝛe and ten mulcles, foꝛ ſome of them be come 
tothe Necke.ſome to the Shoulders and the Shoul 


der blade,ſome tothe Mpddzyfte, to the Nybbes, to 


the Backe,xſome to the Bꝛeſte it ſelke. And we kinde 
verye certayne commoditye and pꝛokpt in the creati⸗ 
on of the Pappes,eucn as well in men as in women, 
koꝛ in man they dekende and kepe the ſpirituals from 
hurte, and nopaunce withoutfoꝛth. And by they? 
thyckeneſſe and complexion they comkoꝛte the natu⸗ 
rall hcate,mundifipnge and clenſpnge , And in wo⸗ 
men there is in them hadde the generation ok mylke, 
koꝛ in women there commeth from the Matrix into the 
Bzeſtes 02 Pappes, dpuers and ſoundzpe Ueynes, 
bꝛyngynge in theym menſtruall blonde, whyche is 
there thꝛoughethe vertue and power digeſtiue, tur⸗ 
ned into the colour of whytenes, lyke vnto p fleaſh ot 
the ſapde Pappes in lyke maner as the Juice of the 
Meate oz ch commynge from the Uentrycle to the 
Lpuer, is digeſted into the colour of the Lyuer.

tes and is called Jena Arterialis o the great Arterye, foꝛ 


he bothe aſcendeth and deſcendeth, and ſendeth koꝛthe 


hys bzatnches to all the other Arteries, that ſpꝛede to 
euerpye membꝛe of the bodye. And by hym are refre - 
ſhed and quickened all the membꝛes of the bodye, 
ſyth the ſpirite that is receyued in them is the inſtru⸗ 
ment and treaſure of the vertue of the ſoule . Aad 
thus it paſleth vntyl it come to the bꝛayne, wher he is 
clenſed x depured, and as it were ſtrayned into a ker⸗ 
der digeſtion, where he receyueth another ſpirite, and 
fois made animal. And chus beynge made at the Ly⸗ 
uernutrimentall, at the Teſticles generative, at the 
Heart vital, and at the Bꝛayne animall, he is made a 
perkecte ſpirite ot euerve kynde. Sothat by meane 
of hym all operations and euery woꝛkynge in the bo⸗ 
dye take theyꝛ due elfecte. And two cauſes J kynde 
why theſe Frteryes haue. ii. cotes, Þ one is that Þ one 
cote is neither lufficient noꝛ able to withſtande p vio⸗ 
lent mouing + ſtyꝛring of Þ ſpirite of life, which is ca⸗ 
ried in him. The ſecode cauſe is, 8̊ the thyng which is 
caryeb aboute in hym from place to place is of lo pꝛe⸗ 
cious a treaſure that there cannot be taken to muche 
heede in the kepynge therok. Ferthermoze , ſome doc⸗ 
tours call thys Arterpe the pulſatiue oꝛ beatynge 
Veyne ſith by hym is knowen and kounde the power 
and myghte of the Hearte , voherefoze it is manifeſt 
that koꝛ great ſkyll Nature hathe oꝛdeyned to thys 
Arterye two cotes .

Anatompe ther ot, begynninge kyꝛſte with the autho⸗ 
ritie of Galen, who wꝛiteth in the ſeconde chapter of 
his boke ctifptled de 1«uamentis and ok Juicen recitpug 
in hys firſte pꝛopoſition, that the Heade ok man was 
made neyther koꝛ ß wytte noz for the bꝛayne, but only 
koꝛ the epes, whiche thep pꝛolie by thys realon that di⸗ 
uerſe beaſtes hatiynge no Heades at all haue the oꝛ⸗ 
gans 02 inſtrumentes of witte in their bꝛeſtes . And 
therkoꝛe the goodnes of God hath rayſed vp the head 
ol man that the eyes beinge lette and kaſtened therin 
myght be as a watche man to al the whole body ſtan⸗ 
dynge in the hygheſt place thereof , euen lyke as a 
watche man of a citye oꝛ caſtell hathe alwaye to hym 


appoynted the hygheſt place, to the ende that he may

Ind the a- 
foꝛe ſayde ſpirite oꝛ bꝛeathe taketh here a ferder di⸗ 
geſtion, and comfozteth the vertue animall, whyche 
is affirmed to be done by labouration oz papnekull 
labourynge of the vitall ſpirite , And furthermooꝛe, 
the cauſe why there are mo pannicles ouer the bzapne 
then one, is foꝛ thys cauſe, that there beynge but one 
panntcle onelpe, eythet muſte haue bene a ſofte 028 _ 
harde pamucle, o2 a meene betwene bothe. And it 
coulde not haue bene harde becauſe ofhurtynge the 
bꝛapne with hys hardenes. And pf it had bene ſofte it 
ſhoulde haue hurte it ſelfe or the harde bones. And if 
it had bene but in a meane betwyxt harde x ſoft, then 
nep:her the bꝛayne coulde haue ſuffred his toughnes, 
neither pet coulde it haue defended the bone frome 
bꝛuſynge the bꝛayne. Thys maye we wonder and be⸗ 
holde with great admiration the meruelous workes 
of God in Nature. Foꝛ as in thys.ſo in all other mem 
bꝛes of the bodye is nothynge fruſtrate, but euerpe 
thynge ſo necell arye that there can be none amende⸗ 
mec oz betteryng ot them. And thus are p two panni⸗ 
cles there appoynted, the one toughe and harde to be 
a meane betwene harde and ſofte , the other thynne 
and lokte to be a meane betwene toughe and fuſible 
02 quauye. And bothe thefe pannicles are ſparma⸗ 
tike and colde and due of complexion.

In þ kyꝛſt 
oꝛ koꝛmoſte Uentricle he hath founded oz placed the 
common wyttes oz ſenſes, otherwyle called the kyue 
wyttes, as hearynge, ſeeynge, ſmmellyge, kelynge and 
taſtyng. And ther is alſo in one part ot thys Wentrt- 
cle, the vertue of lerchynge called T Ventana og fanta- 
ſpe. And thys vertue taketh all the fourmes 02 oꝛdy⸗ 
naunces, diſpoſed of the fyue wyttes, after the remo⸗ 
tion 02 meanynge of ſenſible thynges . And in the o⸗ 
ther parte of the lapde Mentricle is oꝛdeyned and 
founded the vertue ymaginatyue , whiche recepueth 
of the common wyttes, the koͤurme oꝛ ſhape of ſenſi⸗ 
tiue thynges, as they were receaued of the common 
wyttes withoutfurth , repzeſentynge the verpe ſame 
thynges,ſhapes oꝛ oꝛdinaunces vnto the vertue me⸗ 


moꝛatyue. In the myddle Cell oz Uentricle,there is 


founded and conſtituted , the vertue cogitatiue oz 
eſtimatiue, foꝛ it ponderith and weigheth, reherſith 
declarith and deineth thole thynges that are thether 
bought and offered vnto it from the vertues afoze 
reherlid. And in the third ventricle oꝛdeyned at the 
hyndermoſt parte of p head is placed the vertue me⸗ 
moꝛatiue . And in this are regiſtred relerued à kept, 
al ſuch thinges as are done oꝛ expꝛeſſed by the wittes 
and ſenſes bekoze reherſid, x here be as treaſure pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued, vnto the putting furth of the ftue ſenſes oꝛ cõ 
mune wittes and other oꝛganes and inſtrumentes of 
the ſoules operations. And out of the extreme par- 
tes here of lpꝛingeth the Marey of the backe, whiche 
runneth downe frome thence into the ſpondyls oz 
tournynge toyntes of the Chynne,as it ſhal be mooze 
at large dyſcuſſed in the tables oz explication of 
Aare here after kolowyng. Furthermore it is to be 
Noted that from the koꝛmoſt figure oz ventricle of the

clerelye appeare., Jt is alſotobe conſidered, that a* 
boutthe myddle Uentricle is the place of Yerniformis oz 
woꝛmpe ſhape, with the kyꝛnellye fleaſhe that ſuppli⸗ 
eth the cauite oꝛ ſpace there.And alſo the wonderful 
Cgule named Nette mira le, is alſo placed there unden 


neath the pannicles bounde oꝛ rather tangled and 
wouen together, onelye with the Arteries alcending 
thither from the Hearte, in the whyche the lyuelye 02 
vitall ſpirite by hys greate laboure and woꝛcke is 
tourned and made any mall. Ind ye ſhall kuͤrther vn⸗ 
derſtande ß theſe two are the beſt kept partes of al the 
body. Foꝛ it is death vnto a man to ſuffre any maner 
of hurt oꝛ greffe in theſe partes fro without furth, 
fo2 that cauſe hathe God moſte pꝛouidentlye placed 
them there karre frome the Heart. And herein F note 
greately the ſapnge of holye Abbas, where as he ſpea 
keth of theſe {tall Arteries, of whome he affirmeth 
to be made a maruelous nette oꝛ caule, in the whiche 
the bꝛayne is moſte necellarelye infolded and bewꝛap 
ped. Ind in thys place alſo is repoſed the ſpirite of 
felynge, who hathe frome thys place hys firſte creati⸗ 
on, pallynge alſo frome hence to the other membꝛes. 
pe ſhall furthermoꝛe vaderſtande , that the bꝛayne 
is a membꝛe colde and moyſte of complexion with 
meane viſcolitte oꝛ ſlpmnelle. Jt is alſo a pzincipall 
membꝛe, and a membze officiall and ſparmaticke. 
Andß cauſe wherkooꝛe we call the bꝛayne a puncipal 
membꝛe, is, becaule it is the gouernotire and treaſure 
houſe of the fyue wpttes , Ind we call it an off iciall 
membze , becauſe it hathe the eftecte of felynge and 
ſty2rynge, And it ts colde and moyſte, bycauſe tho⸗ 
rough ſuche temperature of humidite, # coldeneſſe it 
doeth mitigate and all wage the exceſſiue heate and 
dꝛought that aſcendeth vp thyther from the Heatte. 
It is alſo of wette ſubſtaunce, to be the mooꝛe apte 
and able to receaue indifferentlye euere impꝛeſſion 
and trauaple, alwel bzought vato him from without, 
as within it ſelfe begotten and encreaſed , The 
btayne allo is neathe oꝛ (ofte, that it mape the better 
geue place and kauoure to the veritie ok ſtyzrpnge. 


It is viſcous koꝛ thys purpoſe, that the lpnowes 
krom thence pzoduced mpghte be meanelye toughe, 


ſtronge and able to ſupplye theyz offpce, and that 
they ſhoulde haue none impediment in woꝛckynge by 


meanes of ouermuche vilcoſpte oꝛ dzye hardeneſſe. 


And on thys poyncte Galen moueth an argumente, 
demaundynge whether that felynge and mouyng be 
bꝛoughte to the ſinowes by one 02 by diuerſe:oꝛ whe- 
ther the afoꝛelayde thynges be bꝛoughte ſubſtaunci⸗ 
allye 02 radycallyc. Ind the ſayde excellente and fa- 
mous Phiſicion Galen wptteth in hys fyrſte booke 


olf Tnterpals, that thps matter ts of ſuche dtficulte 
and hardeneſſe tobe compꝛehended that he thynketh 


it better to omitte it, and to paſte it ouer without anye 
further inquiſition then to make therof demonſtraci⸗ 
on bncertapne -, And Ariſtotle in treatynge of the 
bꝛayne, ſayeth that the bꝛapne is a membꝛe contay⸗ 


nytige all mouynge, ⁊ that it alſo enritched all the o⸗ 


ther membꝛes of the body in geuyng to the the ſenſe, 
of felynge and mouyng. Foz pt the bꝛayne haue any 
impedimente oꝛhynderaunce then are all the other 
membzes of the bodye empoueryſhed and dyk⸗ 
fournyſhed of they: ſtrength and vertue , But the 
bꝛapne beynge late and ſoturde, all the reſte of the me- 
bꝛes are in likewiſe ſtronge and able to execute theyʒ 
rowmes. Moꝛeouer, the bzapne hath a certapne pꝛo⸗ 
pertye in folowynge the courſe of the Moone, foꝛ in 
the waxynge oꝛ growynge of the Moone, the bꝛapne 
floweth alwapes vpwarde,and encreaſeth in mtghte, 
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But in the wane of the Moone, the bꝛapne delcendeth 
02 ſhzynketh downewarde,cuanpſhynge d as it were 
waſtynge fox the time, bothe in lubſtaunce and ver⸗ 
tue, and withdꝛawynge hym ſelke together, neyther ts 

it at ſuche tyme muche obeedient to the ſpirite ok ke⸗ 

lynge . And thys thynge ts manifeſtlyc pꝛoued by 
ſuche perſons as are Lunatike 02 madde, and alſo in 
menthat are Epilentyke oz troubled with the kallyng 
ſyckeneſle. Foz they are euer moſte agreed when 
the Moone is leſte of myght, as in the kyzſte begypu⸗ 

nynge and in the latter quarter, Wherkoꝛe Ariſtotle 
gathereth, and ſapeth , chat when it happeneth the 
bꝛayne tobe either to dꝛye 02 to moyſt, it map not then 
woꝛcke hys kynde. Fox the bodye is thereby made 
colde and feble. Ind thẽ Þ ſpirite of lyfe beginneth to 
melte, and to reſolue, and to euanyſhe, and then folo⸗ 
wech imbeſiilitte oz weakenelſe of the wyttes wyth 
decaye of all other membꝛes of the bodpe , and con- 
lequentlye deathe. But yſye require ane experte 
knowledge herein, as concernyng the foturme,lhape, 
ſubſtaunce and greatnes of the bꝛayne, the partes,

{cis therof,the regions, nettes, boughtes, parmicies 
and ſeperations , with bzingynge forth of ſpnowes 
and they begynnynges, ye may alway haue recotrle 
to the kyꝛſte and ſeconde fygures of Nerues oz ſynd⸗ 
wes, a to the capitall fygures in 8ᷣ̊ latter ende of the 
kygures here in thys boke.

Ind thys bone kaſhioneth oꝛ ſetteth furth the koze⸗ 
heade, frome the one eare to the other, and krome the 
earcs fo:warde vnto the bꝛowes, a Þ the bꝛowes are 
thus ſette and reared bp krome the eyes hangynge 
ſom what ouer them this was done to couer a nd de⸗ 
fende the eyes krome noyaunce withoutkuͤrth, as Ga⸗ 
len moſte wyttelpe declareth in hys booke of the vie 
of partes. And the bꝛowes are oꝛdeyned wyth heere 
vpon theym to putte of the ſweate x luche lyke noy⸗ 
ſome humoures defcendynge frome the hende, leſte 
they ſhoulde fal into the eyes. The bꝛowes alſo geue 
ayde and aſliſtaunce to the eye liddes, fourmyng alſo 
and ſettynge koꝛth the bewtye and comlyneſſe of the 
face, foʒ ſuche as haue no heeres on their bꝛowes are 
nothynge lemelpe to beholde, koꝛ the better they are in 
pꝛopoꝛtion, the moꝛe ſightfull. But if they be greate 
out of meaſure, Iriſtotle iudgeth ſuche as fo haue 
them, to be enttpous , Moꝛeouer, hyghe bꝛowes and 
thycke with heeres betoken hardenes. Ind contrary 
wiſe, bꝛowes with lytle heere on them betoken cowar 
deneſſe. But ſuch as are meanly heered, ſignifie gen⸗ 
tlenes of heart. And here we ought totake hede that 
we make no inciſion about theſe partes but glongeſt 


the body. Foꝛ p mulclous lyen here alonge fro the one 
care to the other, where yf anye inctlion chaunce to 
be made alcngcſt the mulcle, the bꝛowe myghte then 


by luche occaſion hange ouer theeye , And thys hathe 


bene often tymes leeiie:pea,and in ſuche maner, that 

t hathe bene vncurable. This bꝛowe oz ſwellyng out 
aboue the eyes, is called in Latine SWercilium, p̊ lwel⸗ 

ling beneth ð eyes is called in Greke 4/4 # in Latpn 
Poms Uh iche endeth at the eares, at the angle of the 
noſe, quid theſe two euuyꝛon the eye on bothe ſydes a⸗ 
goynſte the hurtekull occationg withoutfurth, and 
that the eye beynge werpe oꝛ heauye myghte conue⸗ 
nientlpe repoſe and reſte vnder theym, as vnder lure 
coticrynge vnto them. we kinde alſo that the heeres 
on the bꝛowes pꝛokyt not a lytle to 8 ſpght,foz vader 
thẽ is addꝛeſſed the ſpyal of fourmes # limilitudes of 
viſiblethynges vnto the apple ok the eye. 


Here foloweth of the Eares. Capi.xxxiy. 


Eq Greke the Earcs are called o. 
and in Latyne Ars, Ind they are 
placed at the extreme partes of the 
Tenples. The Vitcr oz outwarde 
ort ot the Care is called Awe the 
#${2F vppermoſt parte u and the lower 
Eare is a membꝛe ſenſible a lyght of feling, 
and in ſubſtaunce griſtly, able to be folden wythour, 
it is allo the 02gen oꝛ inſtrument oł hearynge. And it 
ig ſayde to be ot colde and dꝛye complexion in reſpect 
of the other membꝛes. And the cauſe why it was rea- 
red bp aboue the hoole oz entratuite into the Heade, 
is thys, that the ſoundes oꝛ voyces whiche are verpe 
kügtttue, ſhoulde there faſten and tarye in hys ſha⸗ 
dowe 02 boughtes tyll they myghte be appꝛehended 
and taken in, by the inſtrumentes ol hearynge , Ano⸗ 
ther is cauſe, that it ſhulde defende p hoole from thin⸗ 
ges fallynge into it, whiche myght lette the hearyng, 
and koꝛ thys cauſe are made the wꝛynckles and kol⸗ 
dynges in the ſame, Moozeouer, the Authours call 
the hoole in the eare the blynde hoole, bycauſe of hys 
tournynge wyth croked paſſages, whyche pꝛohibytte 
and lette the pallynge thꝛoughe of a bꝛyſtle oꝛ any o⸗ 
ther inſtrument. As Galen te acheth in the nynth and 
eleuech booke of the vſe of partes. And alſo the ner⸗ 
tes 02 ſynowes, whiche are the ozgans of hearynge 
ſpꝛyngen frome the bzapne, where as the ſeucn payꝛe 
of ſpnowes come krom and where as they come tothe 
hoole of the Eare, they Ire wꝛythed much lyke a vine 
pꝛeſſe, aud they are made at the endes muche lyke the 
heade of a woꝛme, oꝛ 1yke teates, in the whyche the 
ſotinde is recepued to and caryed the common wittes, 
There commen alſo to the Eare certapne ſpnowes 
frome the Marep in the Necke, that is to wete, two 
from the hynder parte, and two frame the ſydes, run⸗ 
nynge into the ſkpnne of the Cares. The Eares haue 
alſo certapne ſofte ſynowes ſpꝛyngen frome che kyfth 
coniugation of the bzapne, as it appeareth in the ele⸗ 
uenth and ſyxtenth ol the ble of partes.

did the Cyes are called in Greke 
Fele, and in Latyne Ou. Ind ac⸗ 
a, OY cozdynge to the mpnde of the Philo⸗ 
NAN ſophers, they are iudged nexte to the 
2 r Acoule. Foz in the Eye is the token of 
he ſoule. Foz by the Eye ts diſcried 
and vttered the diſturbaunce and vnquietneſſe of the 
ſoule, and alſo. the gladneſſe, with the loue, wꝛathe, 
ſoꝛowe and ioye, and ſuch other paſſions of the ſoule, 
The Eyes are the inſtrumentes of lyghte, and they 
are cõpounded of tenne thynges,that to is ſap:of ſe- 
nen tunicles oz cotes, and of thꝛe humours, Df the 
whiche Galen ſpeaketh in the ſeuenth boke de Iuuamt᷑tj, 
and in the ſecoude Chapter, ſayinge: That the bꝛaine 
and the heade were pꝛincipallye made foꝛ the Eyes, 
that they beynge the gyde and leader of man myghte 
be lette in the hygheſt place of all the kabꝛicke oz 
frame of mans bodye, there ta be as a vewer and eſ- 
pyer ok all thynges. As a watchman that ſtandeth in 
the hygheſt tower of a citie oz other ſtronge holde. 
Blut as touchynge this matter diuerſe men there be 
of ſundzye opunons, concernynge the numbzes of 
thele tunicles eſpeciallye. Foz ſome acompte and re⸗ 
ken them to be thꝛe, and ſome contende that they are 
ſyxe. And Lodsicus Vaſſeus gppopnteth thẽ to be in nũbꝛe 
but fyue,x allegeth Galen foꝛʒ hys authoꝛitie. But 8 
not withſtanding we finde in truth. v. which are thus 
named of the common ſoꝛte of authours, Þ is to laye: 


Sclerotica, Secundina, Retina, Vuea, Cornea, Aranea & Coniunttina, 
and althoughe the Iuthours ſoinwhat diſſent in the 
numbyxe hereof, yet in their erplications they agree 
and come all to one purpoſe. There are alſo in the eye 
thre humoures as the glaſſye humour, the waterpſhe 
humour called % ginens, bycauſe it is lyke the whyte 
ok an egge, and the criſtallyne humoure. And howe oꝛ 
after what maner theſe tunicles and humours da en- 
gendꝛe and growe to their lubſtaunce, it hallhere be 
declared. Fyꝛſt. ye ſhall vnderſtande that there ſp2in- 
gen out of the bzawnye ſubſtaũce ot the koꝛmoſt ven- 
tricle, two ſynowes, the one fromthe tyghr ſyde , and 
the other krome the lekte ſyde, and theſe are called the 
fyꝛſte pap2e of ſpnowes, becauſe they are the fir ſte 
papꝛe of al the ſeuen Þ appeare to the woꝛkers in p A⸗ 
natvoinye , And Gallen declareth in the fourth booke 
De Morbo & accidentibus and in the fyꝛſte Chapter, that 
thele lynowes are holowelpke to a reede, and that koꝛ 
two pꝛincipall caukes . The kyꝛſte is, that the viſible 
ſpirite myghte paſſe frelye to the eyen. The leconde 
is, that the fourmes and lykeneſle of viſtble thynges 
myght redclye though them be pꝛelented to the com» 
mon wyttes. And marke well here the pꝛocedyng and 
goyng kurth of theſe ſynowes. Foz whẽ they goen out 
from the ſubſtaunce of the bꝛayne, they come thꝛough 
thyme couerynge whiche is called 7i« mater, of whole 
ſubſtaũce they obtepne a pãnicle o2 a cote, ⁊ the caule 
why that they alſume that pannicle is to kepe and de⸗ 
kende them from noyauncc. Ind bekoꝛe they entre in⸗ 
to the ſcull, they mete and ioyne them ſelues into one 
ſynow the length of halfe an ynche. And then they de⸗ 
part agapne into twayne, and ech of them goeth furth 
by him lelte, thꝛough the bꝛayne panne into the eyen. 
And theſe ſynowes are called of the Phiſitions Ne 
rtiej. And we fynde thꝛe cauſes why theſe [pnowes 
are topned in one bekoze they entre into the eyes, The

firſte cauſe is, that pk there happen anye dilleaſe of 
hurte to the one, that pet the other ſhoulde receaue the 
viſible ſpirite that earſt came to both epes. The ſe⸗ 
conde is, that all thynges whiche we ſee with oure 
Eyes, ſhoulde appeare ſimply one, foꝛ yftheſe Ner- 
tes were not toyned together, euerpe one thynge 
ſhoulde haue ſemed to vs to haue bene two thynges, 
lyke as tt doeth to wozmes and to certayne other 
beaſtes . The thirde 1s, that in ſuche maner, the 
one myghte ſtape and helpe the other . And accoz- 
dynge to thys Lanfranchus ſapeth: that theſe two 
ſynomes commynge together towarde the Enes, re⸗ 
cepte vnto them a tunicle oꝛ couerynge both of 7 
ter and of Dara mater whyche is to ſaye: Bothe of the 
thynne pannicle and of the harde. And when they en⸗ 
tre into the oꝛbyt oꝛ compaſſe of the Eyen, theyꝛ ex⸗ 
tremities are then dylated and ſpꝛedde abꝛode, whi⸗ 
che extremities are of the nature and lubſtaunce ot 
the thynne pannicle, the harde patuucle, and the op⸗ 
ticke lynowes . Aud thus is there engendꝛed in the 
Eyes thze cotes oz tunicles. The fyzſte is of the ſub⸗ 
ſtaunce of Pia mater, x ig called Secundrns, (The ſecond is 


of 8 ſubſtaũce of Þhard paniclecalled, Sc!er«tice (The 


thyꝛde is engendꝛed of the opticke ſoynowes, whyche 
ig Aetina. And eche of thele is mooꝛe ſubtyller then o⸗ 
ther, and they enclole the humoures aboute, and are 
nexte vnto the humours without anye thyng bet wene 
them and the humours. And pe ſhall further vnder 
ſtande, that eche of theſe thꝛe tunicles be deupded in 
two, and ſo are made the ſpre tunicles . Fozthze of 
theſe cotes are of thꝛe partes of the bzapne , and thee. 
of the outwarde partes without, And after theſe ſire 
ts theſeuenth made of Per crauium, whpch couereth the 
bones of the heade, And thus bꝛikelye to rehearſe the, 


of the hard pannicle called Pure mater cometh Scleratice, 


and cornea, of the thynne pannicle commeth Sccundins 


and Vuea. Ok the opticke ſynowes conuneth Nein and 


Aranea quid of Perlcranium ſpꝛpage th coniactiua, Rowe 
to ſpeake of the thze humours, chat is to fape : of the 
glaſſye humour, the wateryſhe humour and the cri⸗ 
ſtallyn humour, which are placed in the mydle of the 
Eyen. Pou ſhall vnderſtande, that the glaſſpe hu⸗ 
moure is in coloure verye cleate lyke unto the lub⸗ 
ſtaunce ot kuſed glaſſe when it is molten, and it is 
conteyned wythin the retyne cyrcle, beynge alſo in the 
inwarde ſyde nexte Vnto the bꝛayne. And it is verye 
ſubtyll oz thynne becauſe the criſtalline humoure 
myght paſſe thꝛough it as water palleth thzoughe a 
ſpounge there by tobe purtfied and clenſed. Ind that 
the viſible ſpirite myghte allo the lyghtelyer paſſe 
thꝛough it from the bzapne, And this glaſſye humour 
goeth abaute the criſtalline humoure, vntyl l he mete 
with the wateryſhe humoure, whiche is called of ſome 
men Albugiueus, and the ſame is ſette in the vttermoſte 
parte ot the Eye. And in the mpddeſt of the vitriall 
bumoure, and the wateryſhe humoure, is ſette the 
criſtalline humoure, In whome is puncipallye fixed 
the ſyghte of the Eye. And theſe humours be ſepara⸗ 
ted and ſo en wzapped with the pannicles oz cotes a= 
foꝛe ſayde, that betwyrte euerye humaure a pannicle, 
Furthermoꝛe, where as the whyte in the Eye ioyneth 
with the blacke , the ſeuen circles cleaue together, 
althoughe differynge ſomwhat in coloure and byg⸗ 
nelle the one from the other. And thys place of con⸗ 
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topnpngẽ thele circles, is called of p learned Philict- 
ons in Gteke ri and in Latyne Cre9 ,Þ omitte here 
to ſpeake of d regions & partes lying toũd about the 
Eye and ſeruynge to the ſame, + of the. vii. muſcles 


which are appoynted by the [kyll of Nature, to turne 


the Eye euer pe wape , and alſo of the eye lyddes 
with the booles in the eye kyꝛnels, and the fatte with 
diuerſe other helpes therto belonging, bycaule they 
ſhalbe ſet furthmoze at large in figures here after 
folowing, But pt anp deſpze further knowledge here 
in, let hym repapze to the diſtription of Galen in hys 
boke of the bie ok partes. 


ere folo wet the diſcription of the 
Noſe. Capitu xxxv. 


Etwene the eyes lyeth the Noſe, whi⸗ 
che the Grekes call N“, and is not 
onelpe the inſtrument of [mellynge, 
but a great oꝛnament alſo to the face. 
And it1s firſte to be noted, that there 
come two ſpnowes from the bꝛayne to 
e bꝛayne panne, wher the cauite of the 
Hole firſte begynneth, and they are not p2operly ſy⸗ 
nowes, bit rather oꝛgans and inſtrumentes of ſmel⸗ 
lyng. And they haue heades lyke ß uipples o2 teates 
ofa womans dugges. In theſe is recetuedÞ odour oꝛ 
ſauour of thynges, repꝛeſentynge the ſame to the 
conimon wpttes. And ouer theſe two is ſet oꝛ placed 
colatotium whiche we call the begynnynge of the no- 
ſtryls. Ind it is ſet betwpxt the cyen vnder the vpper 
parte ofthe Mole. And it is to be noted that thys con⸗ 
tautte oꝛ dyche oꝛ gutter was oꝛdeyned for two cau⸗ 
les, the firſte is, that the ayꝛe that bꝛingeth forth the 
ſpirite ot ſinellynge myght reſte therin tyll it mape be 
taken oꝛ caught of the inner oꝛgans of ſmellynge. 
The ſeconde is, that the ſuperflutttes of the bzapne 
mpghte be hydden vnder it, vntyll it naht conueni⸗ 
entlye be clenſed awaye and voyded . Ind kromthys 
dyche oz gutter there goe two hooles thꝛoughe into 
the mouth, and ok theſe hooles ariſeth thze commodi⸗ 
ties oꝛ pꝛotites. The firſt is, that whan a inan doeth 
ente, lleape oz teſte his mouth beynge cloſed, the ayꝛe 
myghte thꝛoughe the ſapde hooles be dzawen into the 
Lounges and Löghtes, otherwyſe the Mouthe 
ſhoulde euer be open. Inother is that they helpe the 
p20nunctation oz ſounde of the vopce,fo2 theſe hooles 
beynge ſtopped, men are ſayde to ſpeake in the Noſe, 
which you may pꝛoue by ſtoppyng pour noſe w pour 
hand. The thyꝛde cõmoditie is, p the afozeſapd dyche 
02 gutter, mape by though the ſapde two hooles be 
ſcoured i clenſed as when a mã ſnulketh hys Noſe oz 
d2aweth the mucke of hys Noſe inwarde into hys 
mouth. The Nole is a membꝛe conſimiler, that ts to 
ſape, all of one mettle oꝛ ſubſtaunce, andit is official 
alſo, and it ſtandeth oute a pꝛetye wape withoute the 
fate, and is ſomewhat pliable to be bowed anpe wape 
that a man wyll, whiche Nature hathe ſo four med to 
the ende that it maye the better be clenſed. And it is 
to be knowen that it is made of ſkynne and lace rte⸗ 
dus fleaſhe. And of two bones ſtandynge in maner of 
a triangle, whoſe extremities be topned together with 
t wo griltels, # one other that deuideth the noſtryls 
withinkurth, and holdeth the Hole vp krome linge 


flat. Alſo there be. ti. cõcauites oꝛ gutters, becaule pf 
thc one were ſtopped, yet ſhoulde the other lerue. 
Moozcoter, there are in the Note two muſcles, to 
helpe rhe Noſe in doinge his office and duetye. Ind 
aftcr the mynde of Galen, the Noſe is the pꝛincipall 


letter kurth ofthe face, as touchyng the kauoute, ther⸗ 


df. Foꝛ he ſapeth, that where the nofe lacketh, there 
the face is muche dilftgured. And that the Mole molt 
becemmeth the face whiche is duelpe pꝛopoꝛcioned 
accoꝛdynge to the reſte of the face, and that whych ts 
neyther to longe (02 toſhozte, nepther to bꝛode noz 
tohigh. And Ariſtotle ſapeth, that yf the noſtrill be to 
thynneo: to wyde wilh muche N mok ape, it 
betokeneth great ſtreytnes of heart and indignation 
of thought. And it is to be noted, a that accoꝛdinge to 
the myndes of ditterfe authours, that by the ſhape of 
the membꝛes of the bodye, mape be iudged the aftkec⸗ 
tions and wyll of the ſoule. 

And thys aͤffirmeth the Philoſopher in the be⸗ 
gynninge of Philoſophie. Moozeouer there com⸗ 
meth furth of the koꝛmoſte Uentricle of the bzayne 
into the noſtryls afozeſapde , thꝛoughe the hooles 
which are como both to the eyes & to p noſe, a meatelp 
bygge ſpnowe, whiche commeth from the thyꝛde con⸗ 
iugation of the bꝛayne, and ſpꝛedeth intothe tunicle, 
whiche vader topneth the noſtryls a from thence alſo 
it goeth koꝛth into p rouffe of the mouthe. And thys 
cote that thus vnderiopneth the noſtryls together, 
.contintteth with the large pannicle that couereth the 
tongue, the mouthe aud the wynde pype with his co- 
uer, yea, the goulet and all the inner lyde of the Nen 
tricle oꝛ mawc,as pe ſhall fynde in the nynth and the

heade, and they are not made with⸗ 
out great (kyl, foꝛ by meanes of their 
hooles withinkurth, they take the hu 
Amour that commeth from the bzapne 
and bzyngen the eyen a lepe. And 
alſo yk the fapde hooles oꝛ dentes of the Temples be 
pꝛelled and wꝛoũge than by trappyng of rhe humour 
that there conttntieth, the teares are made to kal from 
the eyes. Allo the Hearte ſendeth of hys vytall ſpi⸗ 
rite in arteries thꝛough the temples into the bꝛapne, 
and by Þ Temples allo Þ veynes cary the nutrunen⸗ 
tall bloude into the heade, and Here are alſo vepnes 


pullatpue which in thys place mape lyghtlpe be hurt.

dd the Chekes are the ſpdelpnge 
partes of the face, and they contepne 

SD in theym maupe fleaſhye muſcies, 
A vepucs & arteryes. Daly Abbas affir⸗ 
imeth that there are twelue muſcles 
vb hyche mone the neather chawe o2 
Jawle, ſom e of them to open a fome to cloſe, and ſhyt 
the chawes together. Aud they pꝛocede thyther vnder 
the bones ko the Temples, and foz that cauſe are cat 
led the Temple muſcles, whyche ſhalbe expꝛeſſed at 
large in the tables of muſcles amonge the fygures 
folawpnge

folowpnge in thys pꝛelent woꝛcke. Theſe mulcles 
are ryghte noble and ſenlitiue, that is to ſaye, lyghte 
and qupcke of felynge, and to hurte theym eaſucth 
muche peryll. There are alſo other muſcles which 
lerue to grynde and chewe the meate. And from the 
bꝛayne commen ſondꝛpe ſynowes to euerpe of theſe 
mulcles euduynge theym with ſenſe of kelpuge aud 
mouynge. To theſe muſcles commen alſo dyuerſe ar⸗ 
teryes Aid veynes, and in ekpecpall to the angles or 
coꝛners of the eyes, abotite the temples and the lyp⸗ 
pes. And the Phrlolopher attributeih to the chekes 
the fayzeneſle and be wtye in man oꝛ woman and the 
tõplexion is alſo know by Þ chekes. Foz if 8 chekes 
be full ruddye # medled with temperate whitenes: 
the complerion is ſangutne.Ruddye towarde citrine 
oꝛ yelow colour and not verye fatte,betokneth a Co⸗ 
lozycke complexion. And pk the chekes be whyte in 
coloure without medlyng of rednes, and in ſubltatice 
fatte, and neſche, they betoken ſuperuttie ofcolde, 
of moyſture, and of flegme. And yk they be bzowne in 
colour, citrine 02 redde, thinne and leane in ſubſtaũce, 
it ſignifteth greate dꝛyenge with muche colerycke 
heate. But yk they be as it were ble wyſhe in coloure, 
and of lyl le fleaſh and ſubſtaunce, it ſyanifreth much 
colde and dꝛyeth by meanes of melancolye. And as 
Auicen ſapeth, the chekes doe not onelye ſhewe the 
diuerſytie of complexions, but alſo the qualitte of 
affection and the naturall inclination in any bodpe, 
Foꝛ by meanes of the affection of the hearte, they 
oftentymes.chaunge colour, as fox tope 02 dꝛead they 
becomeepther pale oꝛ red. Moꝛeouer the bones of the 
face are dyuerle. Foꝛ of þ chekes there be two ok rhe 
noſe withoutkurth two, of the noſe withinfurth thee, 
of the vpper mandible two, Furthermoze , thele thze 
withinfurth of the noſe are after thys ſoꝛte diſpoſed. 
The fp2ſte deupdeth the noſtryls within, and is vn⸗ 
der the noſe, the other two are in eche noſtrpll one and 
thep ſeme to be roled lyke vato a water , And they 
haue in them as it were a canale oʒ a ditche oz a gut⸗ 
tur by the whiche the ap2e paſleth in and oute, and ts 
dꝛawen to the loũges. Aud by the lame cauale oz gut⸗ 
ter is purged allo the ſuperfluittes ot the bꝛayne in⸗ 
to the mouthe wardes, as is afoꝛe mencioned, And ye 
Chall vuderſtande that Guido maketh men⸗ 
cion of nyne bones in the face, and to confirme hys 
ſayinge he allegeth Galen. But we cannot fynde ſo 
manpe inthe delection oꝛ cuttynge of rhe face by A- 
natompye viiles he accompteth the neather chawe the 
nynth,whyche pk he ſo doe, then are there tenne. Fo! 
the neather mandible hathe two, but in thys we wyll 
not greatlpe contende,but leaue it to the iudgemente 
of other wꝛyters, and the diligent obleruacion of wit⸗ 
tye pꝛactpſers.

The numbꝛe 
of the teathe is vncertayne, foꝛ they are in many men 
two and thyꝛtye, in ſome moe, and in ſome fewer, but 
in moſt men they are two and thyꝛtye that is to wete, 
ſyxtene aboue and ſyxtene beneath.

The leconde is that by the tongue is diſcer⸗ 
ned the taſte of thynges as whether they be ſwete 02 
ſowꝛe, bytter oꝛ ſharpe, æ ſuch lyke and ſo pꝛeſenteth 
the lame vnto comõ wyttes. The thyꝛde is. p by it is 
pꝛonounced the ſpeche, foꝛ without the tongue coulde 
be no diſtinction of wozdes no: of voyces pertepued. 
MWozeouer the fleaſhie parte of the tongue ts ſome⸗ 
what whyte,and there are in it nyne muſcles ſeruinge 
to the motton and tournynge of the tongue euerye 
wape . And aboute the rote of it are fixed dyyerſe 
glandyls oꝛ kyzncls whiche ſhall be at large expꝛel⸗ 
ſed in the kygures folowpnge , And amonge theſe 
glandyls are as it were twowelles , whiche ave euer 
full of ſppttyil oz moyſture, wherwtth the tongue is 
alwape tempered and moyſtercd that it maye not 
ware d2ye bp meanes of hys trauaple and laboure, 
oꝛ by meanes of exceſſiue heate aryſynge krome the 
partes withtafiurth, as frome the Lpuer oz the Sto⸗ 
macke .

And next 
to theym is the adiutozye oꝛ helpynge bone , whyche 
commeth from the ſpatell oꝛ blade of the ſhoulder to 
the elbowe 10pncte, And thys fpattle oz blade of the 
ſhoulder recheth wyth hys hynder parte to warde the 
chynne bone, at whyche ende it is bꝛode and thynne, 
and endeth in gryſtles. And Þ vpper parte thereof is 
rounde, in whole roundenes is a concauitie oz holow⸗ 
nes. as it were a cuppe, oz veſſyl, oꝛ a boxe, wherin the 
akoꝛe named ad tut oꝛpe oꝛ helpynge bone 1s faſtened, 
Ind theſe two bones ere there knytte oꝛ faſtened to⸗ 
gether with two ſtronge lygamentes, whereby is al- 
ſo faſtened the tanell bones . Thele canell bones goe 
alonge vnder the koꝛmoſtee part of the necke fromthe 
one ſhoulder to the other, and accoꝛdyng to ſome men 
they are bothe but one bone, and that the gryſtell of 
the breſte doth not beparte theym. Mozeouer, there 
are in the arme betwene the ſhoulder and the fingers 
endes thyꝛtye bones. The fyꝛſte is the helpynge bone, 
whole vpper ende entreth into the boxe oz cuppe of 
the ſholder bone, and he is but oue bone hauynge no 
felowe. Thys bones is holow and ful of marep, and 1s 
alſo lomwhat crooked, that it myghte the better be⸗ 
grype thynges. And it is holow becauſe it ſhoulde be 
the lyghter and the mooze obedient to the ſtyzrynge 
and moupnge of the bzawnes. Furthermoze thys 
bone hathe two knobbes ſtandynge oute in his nea- 
ther extremite oꝛ ende, that ts to ſap, at ihe ioynte of 8 
clbow,wherof the one is more ryſtng thẽ p other. And 
it is made lyke vnto a pulley, ſuche as they dꝛa w vp 
water wythall and othen thynges. Mozeouer, theſe

In the paulme of phad are.v.called 0/« Meta- 
carp i, and in the ioynte 02 part of the hande next to the 
wꝛeſte are cyghte and thys parte is called in the A- 
rabicall terme Raſceta, and frome the uneſte to the

Nowe lette vs take in hande the ſettynge 
koꝛth of the ſynowes, coꝛdes, lygamentes and bꝛaw⸗ 
nes. Wherin pe [hall vnderſtande that there commen 
from the marep of the backe thꝛoughe the ſpondils 
02. turnynge toyntes of the necke foure pꝛyncipall 
nerues o2 ſynowes, that ts to wete , one to the vpper 
parte of the arme, another to the neather parte of the 
arme. Aiid one to the inner ſyde of the arme, and ano⸗ 
ther to the btter lyde of the arme. And theſe nerues 
oꝛ ſynowes bꝛynge from the bꝛayne and the marey of 
the backe to the armes bothe felynge and mouyage, 
And theſe foure ſynowes conunen kirſte to the ioynte 
of the ſhoulder, where they toygine with the lygamen⸗ 
tes there, geue vnto them both felpnge and mouing.

Thus we here leaue to pꝛocede anpe ferder 
in declarynge the vepnes of the armes, bycauſe they 
ſhalbe moſte manikeſtlpe declared and pꝛopoꝛcioned 
oute in the ſeconde fygure of veynes.

Jud where as the veynes 
doe ſpꝛeade abꝛode into al the partes ofthe bodye to 
nourpſhe and feede.the ſame: There doe the arte⸗ 
rpes alſo(creapynge vnder the ſayde veynes)bzinge 
lyfe vnto euerpe parte, and membꝛe of the bodye. And 
it is to be vnderſtanded, that the arterpes are cou⸗ 
ched deper into the fleaſhe then the veynes are . And 
that was ſo done, bycauſe they carpe the nohler ttea⸗ 
ſure, that is to ſape the treaſuxe ot iyfe , and fox thys 
reſpecte alſo, that they mape be the further krome all 
daungers, they are clothed with iwo cotes, where the 
veynes are tlothed but in ene coleonelpe . The pꝛo⸗ 
greſſion and oꝛder of. the arteryes is ſette fozthe at 
arge in theyꝛ pꝛoper fygures, and fot that cauſe, we

The Sxrnowes of the legges take theyz begpunpng 
frome the Marey of the backe, at the loynes, and at 
the holy bone, and thys we fynde in Galen in the thir⸗ 
lenth and ſyxtenth booke of the vſe of partes. And be⸗ 
f oꝛe theſe ſpnowes are commen thzough the hoole in 
the hyppe bone into the thyghe, they caſte foꝛth foure 
armes oz bzaunches, whereof the fyzſte commynge 
bac kwarde from the foꝛmer muſcles, ſpꝛedeth abꝛode 
into the ſkynne there nexte vnto it. The leconde fal- 
leih in warde by the ſhare, and is caryed foꝛth by the 
narome oꝛ ſtrepght muſcle. The thyꝛde p2ocedeth by 
the ſharpe poyncte ol the holy bone, and is not muche 
lene. The kourth is leaſt of al perceyued. Theſe four 
are verpe ſmall, and not ſo muche percepted as is the 
reat ſpnow troncke, that goeth alonge al the legge, 
02 that is verye greate, and is deuyded into menye 
bꝛaunches at the knee, whyche bꝛaunches enfolde the 
caulfc of the legge and the ſhynne, aud frome thence 
goe into the fote, as ye maye pertepue in the fy2ſt fy⸗ 
gure ot ſpynowes. The muſcles of the thighe are nyne 
in numbꝛe, as Galen wipteth in the thyꝛde booke of 
che vſe ol partes, and of thoſe nyne, the thꝛe foꝛmer 
muſtles ſerue to the thʒuſtyng koꝛthe of the knee and 
the ſhynne, and the chꝛe hyndermoꝛe ſerue to the bo⸗ 
wynge of the knee and the ſhynne, two of the laterall 
and oblique muſcles moue the ſydes of the legge and 
the ſhynne , The nynth of theſe muſcles taketh the 
(hynne vpw-arde,and docth greatlye faſhion and ſet 
forth the thyghe. In the caulke of the legge arc alſo 
dyuerle muſcles,as appeareth in the fygures ofmuſ- 
cles folowynge, out of whome ſpꝛyngen the tendons 
of the keete. There are alſo dyuerle muſcles in the 
feete, with tine tendons mouynge the toes.
